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the noted Yugoslav sculptor, in prepara- 

tion for the exhibition of his sculpture, 
which takes place this month at the Brooklyn 
Museum, is one of the leading events of the 
current art season. Mestrovic has already 
achieved a high rank among the sculptoys of 
Europe, and marked success has attended the 
exhibitions of his works in London, Paris and 
other art centres of the Continent. 

The products of his chisel have an individ- 
uality of their own, primitive,,weird and at 
times almost brutal, yet bearing the indubita- 
ble marks of genius. He has broken away 
from adherence to the glorious tradition of the 
noble past that linked his art to the antique, 
and has yielded to the craving to render with 
greater force and fuller freedom in his own 
medium the unuttered meanings of the uni- 
verse that painting, literature and even music 
are trying in these latter days to record. 

Mestrovic was born in Dalmatia in 1883. 
His father was himself a worker in stone, and 
this may have affected the son's choice of a 
medium for self-expression. He was an ardent 
patriot, and much of his work has had as its 
theme the wrongs suffered by his countrymen. 
His earlier art studies were carried on in 
Vienna, but he first attained fame outside the 
confines of his own country at the Interna- 
tional Art Exhibition at Rome in 1911, where 
his work was shown on a large scale in the 
Serbian pavilion and created a furor in art 
circles. In June, 1915, his first London exhi- 
bition at the Victoria and Albert Museum 
firmly fixed his status as one of the leading 
figures in European art. And the forthcom- 
ing American exhibition, which includes one 
of the largest assemblages of his works yet 
shown, is likely to enhance his already great 
reputation. 

The presentation of the Mestrovic sculpture 
will take place at the same time as the exhi- 
bition of the collection of paintings, rare prints 
and books, lent by residents of the borough, 
which will represent the place of the people 
of Brooklvn in the field of art, and will cele-
